CINCINNATI. 
BEFORE THE CONVENTION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

CINCINNATI, O., June 17.—Lord, how the whirl- 
igig of time revolves! It was at Charleston the 
Democratic party, stabbed in the house of its 
friends, fell dying at the base of Calhoun’s 
statue, and now, to repeatthe bomicide, your 
correspondent is just informed by General-Man- 
ager Clements, of the Cincinnati Southern Rail- 
road, that Gen. Hagood, Gov. Simpson, and a 
bundred leading South Carolinians have been 
awarded transportation to the National Demo- 
cratic Convention. Among Cincinnati poli- 
ticlans the Thurman caucus at Columbus to- 
morrow is looked upon as a farce. Charlies 
Reemelin says there is hardly a man in the Ohio 
delegation who desires the nomination of 
Thurman. By other and well-informed gentle- 
men it is stated that the delegation is mot only 
divided between but pledged to Tilden, Payne, 
Jewett, and Field. Ex.-Gov. Bishop, whose in- 
fluence is not to be divided, opposes any Ohio 
man, with the fond hope of being taken. up for 
Vice-President. As for Jewett, he can be said 
to have no strength except among railroad men, 
and yet he is known and familiarly termed here 
in Cincinnati 

AS THE RAILROAD UNDERTAKER. 
Nevertheless, Hanna of the Little Miami and 
O’Brien of the Pan-Handle Railroads are leav- 
ing no means untried to secure the nomination 
of Jewett. John Kelly has laid his plans well. 
He has perfected all the arrangements for de- 
feating Tilden, by putting himself in position to 
do duty ih Purgatory about seven years. John 
Kelly will work the Tammany puppet and the 
Roman Catholic Church contract, to begin on 
Sunday, when he proposes to give a lecture 
on the Sisters of Charity. While Tammany 
will be provided for in Cincinnati. Coadjutor-

New York, June 17.—The Cincinnati express 
train, which left Jersey City this evening, took a 
large party of delegates of the regular Demo- 
cratic organization.

Hart said de had no candidate, but would will- 
ingly support Tilden. At all events he regarded 
it inevitable that the candidate would 
be chosen independent of any threats on 
the part of the irregular Democracy of the 
State of New York W. H. Cauldwell was willing 
to abide by any decision of the Convention.

THE PROSPECTS FOR REPUBLICAN SUCCESS. 


litical affairs must admit that the Republican 
chances for electing Gerfield the next Presi- 
dent are much better than they were for 
electing Hayes after he was nominated, and 
this in spite of the probability that the Demo- 
eratic Returning Boards of the South will 
count in.the Democratic Electors from every 
Southern State, no matter what the vote 
may be, 

The political situation now is very differ- 
ent from that of four years ago. The Re- 
publicans then appealed to the country un- 
der the cloud of an Administration which 
had attracted very general censure for its 


errors and scandals, and had driven away 
large numbers of Republican voters. The 
nomination of Hayes excited no enthusiasm 
nor hopefulness, He was a comparatively 
unknown man tothe Nation atlarge. The 
friends of Bristow, Blaine, and Conkling were 
not merely disappointed at the failure of 
their several candidates, but even more 
chagrined at the preference that was given 
to an unknown man. There was a stampede 
among the German voters to Tilden which 
helped him to carry New York, Indiana, 
and New Jersey, and to reduce the majority 
in other Republican States. ‘There were 
everywhere serious doubts as to the expe 
diency of the resumption policy to which 
the Republican party was committed, and 
the Democrats pandered to the rag-baby ”’ 
sentiment wherever it represented a con- 
siderable vote.

The resumption question 
has been settled to the satisfaction of the 


country, and the Republican program has 


proved to be the wisest that could have been 
adopted. Money of good quality and uni- 


form value is as plenty now by the utilize 


tion of the coin resources of the country as 
would have been the supply of depreciated 
shinplasters if the Republican policy of re- 
sumption had been defeated. Substantial 
and conservative prosperity has returned to 
the country as a result in partof this Repub- 


lican policy, and the average sentiment of the 


business man, and the farmer, and the manu- 
facturer is as much disinclined to a change 
of parties now as it was inclined thereto 
four years ago. 

The country has had an opportunity to put 
the Democratic capacity for government to a 
test during the four years that have elapsed, 
for the Democrats have been in control of 
one branch of Congress during all that time, 
and of both branches in the last two sessions. 
This test has not resulted favorably to the 
Democrats. During acombined session of 
nine months they have not matured a single 
measure of legislation of real usefulness, but 
have perversely disregarded many urgent 
demands made by the people. Their partisan 
efforts were in the direction of nullificahon 
and revolution until they were checked by 
the popular rebuke in the elections of last 
year. Since that time their methods have 
been sluggish, morbid, and unproductive, 
The Democrats cannot pointto a single act 
of legislation during the last two sessions, 
during which they have been in complete 
control ot Congress, that will recommend 
them to the ¢ontinued confidence of the 
American people. 

The nomination of Garfield is also very 
different in its character and effect from that 
of Hayes. The latter has proved to be of the 
right metal, but the people did not know it 
—had enjoyed no opportunity for ascertain- 
ing it—at the time he was nominated. Gar- 
field, on the contrary, has been one of the 
most conspicuous and popular men before 
the public of the past eighteen years. He has 
proved himself to be a man of striking 
capacity for political affairs. He is a man of 
the people, as his little speech in Washing- 
tion night before last demonstrated anew 
and as his long-time intimacy with his con- 
stituents has uniformly attested. The at- 
tacks that were made upon him the moment 
he was nominated have exhausted their 
power even before the Democrats have 
named their candidate, People have already 
settled down to the conviction that he never 
intentionally or knowingly did a dishonora- 
ble thing, and that he is the type of Ameri- 
can of whom every citizen of this country is 
proud. 

There is one circumstance about Garfield’s 
nomination which gives him a distinctive 
advantage. His choice was the vindication 
of a principle for which the friends of all the 
other candidates but one had contended, and 
in that sense it was atriumph for all of them, 
even in the hour of misfortune for their sev- 
eral favorits. At the same time no man 
could have been chosen who would have 
been more acceptable to Gen. Grant’s parti- 
sans, and, from the moment it became evident 
that Gen. Grant could not be nominated, the 
choice of Garfield was the happiest solution 
the Grant men conld have asked. Thus he 
unites all the working elements of the party. 
along with that large independent vote 
which is naturally Republican, but which 
has of late years drifted away for one cause 
and another. 

Altegether the prospects of Republican 
success this year are brighter than they have 
been since Gen. Grant was elected for the 
first time.

A REPRESENTATIVE of the New York Her

TROUBLESOME TURKISH RELATIONS. 
The inevitable and interminable Eastern 

question again looms up in Europe, and the 
Powers are once more about to meet in con- 
ference to see if the Berlin Treaty can be 
enforeed,—that instrument which Beacons- 
field boastingly announced was to bring 
“honor with peace.“ The program origi- 
nated with the English Cabinet, which re- 
cently issued a circular the purpose of 
which was to bring about a union of the 
Great Powers and secure their concerted 
action on the Eastern question, or, more 
strictly speaking, the adoption of ways and 
means to earry out those clauses of the Ber- 
lin Treaty which haye been studiously and 
steadily ignored by Turkey, though two 
yéars have elapsed since this treaty was 
signed, which called for immediate action. 
The principal causes which have led to 
this action on the part of the Powers are five 
in number: 1. The settlement of the Mon- 
tenegrin boundary, which was called for by 
the treaty, has made no progress. A Turko- 
Montenegrin convention has been held, but, 
like every convention in which Turkey has 
played a part, it has instituted such tech- 
nicalities and opposed such obstacles that no 
progress has been made, and the boundaries 
of Montenegro still remain as they were two 
yearsago. On the Herzegovina side Turkey 
has resolutely opposed all change, and on 
the Albania side all progress has been inter- 
rupted by the uprising of the Albanians, 
urged on by Turkish © tation and in- 
trigue,—an uprising so serious that it 
threatens an armed invasion of Monte- 
negro, whose people have only been 
demanding rights guaranteed them by the 
treaty. 2. The Grecian boundary remains 
as it was two years ago, though England 
promised its extension and the Powers in 
the treaty agreed to use their influ- 
ence In securing it. Two Turko-Grecian con- 
ventions have been held, in both of which 
the Porte, by constant delays and quibbles, 
threw so many obstacles in the way that 
nothing was accomplished in either. In the 
case of Greece it is a peculiar hardship and 
injustice, as Greece was ready to go into the 
field at a period of the war when her assist- 
ance would have secured her the indemnity 
she now desires, but forbore doing so upon 
the representations of England that her 
claim should be conceded in the Berlin Con- 
vention. 8. The reforms promised in the 
European provinces and demanded by the 
treaty, especially in Eastern Roumelia, have 
never been executed, and, more than this, 
Turkey has never shown any disposi- 
tion to execute them. 4 ‘The reforms 
demanded for Armenia stand in the 
same category with those in Europe 
so far as fulfillment is concerned, though 
they are far more pressing in character. The 
sixty-first article uf the treaty provides that 
the Porte shall carry out without further 
delay the ameliorations and reforms demand- 
ed by local requirements in the provinces 
inhabited by the Armenians, and that the 
Powers will protect the Armenians against 
the periodical raids of their fierce and war- 
like neighbors, the Circassians and Kurds: 
but mot a reform has been executed, and 
these tribes continue their forays with per- 
fect impunity. The fifth question to come 
before the Conference of the Powers is the 
financial one; but tnis pertains chiefly to 
England, the principal creditor of Turkey. 
It is imtimated that this question may be 
settled by the establishment of an Interna- 
tional Financial Commission like that which“ 
ig now administering the finances of Egypt. 
The attitude of Turkey towards the forth- 
coming Berlin Conference of the Powers is 
just what might have been expected. At the 
lirst intimation of it the Turkish Cabinet mei 
and resolved to resist to the utmost the 
action of the Powers, either collectivel# or 
individually. They claimed that Tarkey had 
executed the requirements of the treaty with 
regard to Montenegro and that the latter prov- 


ince has refused to aécept them; that the 


Greeks have imposed demands which are im- 
possibi¢ to satisfy; that regulations have been 
drawn np with reference t the reforms in 
Roum 
tional n for that Province; and 
that in time the reforms in Armenia will 
be granted. The English circular, has been 
followed up with a joint note from the Pow- 
ers to the Porte, directing the attention of 
the latter to the grave responsibility it will 
assume in longer delaying the exe 
cution of the special provisions of 
the trdaty to which we have called 
attention, to which the Porte impertinently 
and y replies that whatever conelu- 
sions Berlin Conference may arrive at 
they cannot be obligatory upon Turkey, as 
she has no voice in the Conference, The at- 
titude of the insolent Turks confirms a recent 
statement of the Constantinople correspond- 
ent of the London Times, who said: The 
Porte may, perhaps, at first, try the effect of 
conciliatory assurances and liberal promises, 
but if anything more is demanded the Powers 
must expect to meet with determined opposi- 
tion; or, at least, dogged, passive persist- 
ence, Which no amount of mere moral pres- 
sure can overcome.” It remains now to be 
seen how the Powers will receive this fresh 
insolence, and whether they will compel 
Turkey to carry out the provisions of the 
treaty, or by further non-action admit that 
the treaty is a farce, and never had any bind- 
ing force. | 


SOUTHERN RAILWAYS. 

Some time since we printed the details of 
the great railroad combination known as the 
Louisville & Nashville system. That system 
connects the Mississippi Valley with the At- 
lantic Coast at Savannah and Charleston, 
and has direct connections with the North- 
western and Southwestern States. The next 
or the latest combination of Southern Rail- 
roads is one just formed by capitalists in 
New York, Baltimore, Richmond, and other 
Southern cities, having for its object the con- 
trol of all through traffic to and from the sea- 
board in Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Georgia, Northern Alabama, and 
Mississippi. Its northern outpost on the * 
lantic is on Chesapeake Bay at Norfolk. The 
aim is to divert railroad traffic between the 
Southwestern States west of the Alleghenies 
to the Atlantic at Chesapeake Bay, only for- 
ty-eight miles from Richmond. The scheme 
includes, of course, the building up of an ex- 
port and import trade at Norfolk. This com- 
bination has a substantial trunk line from 
the Potomac south to Georgia and Florida, 
with numerous feeders, and rail connections 
with Tennessee, Alabama, and Mississippi. 
On the north it will operate in connection 
with the trunk lines to New York, and also 
with the roads leading to the Northwest. 
The object being to make Norfolk a great 
commercial seaport, and to draw @ that 
place the export trade of the Lower Missis- 
sippi Valley States, with, of course, a return 
trade in imports, every means will be adopted 
to draw thither the Western trade. 

These consolidations of Southern and 
Southwestern railroads into fewer hands and 
with increased capital will be of material 
benefit, not only to the railroad organiza- 
tions, but to the ‘people of the States where 
they are located. Railroading in the South- 
ern Statesis not a flourishing business, Two 
things are sadly wanted, and these are capi- 
tal and enterprise, and but little of either is 
to be found in that section. The consolida- 
tion of a dozen companies representing odds 
and ends of railways, and placing the whole 
under one new and vigorous manage- 
ment, must result In an improvement of 
the railway service and an improvement 
in the business. Though we have but little 
faith that a large commercial city can ever 
be built up on Chesapeake Bay, or that 
Charleston, Savannah, Mobile, or even New 
Orleans will ever greatly increase their for- 
eign trade, the improvement in the efficiency 
of the general railway transportation system 
of the Southern States must of itself im- 
prove the production and the business of that 
large section. Industry is greatly needed; 
and to the extent that the railways will en- 
courage industry by offering steady and 
large profits, to that extent will the general 
condition of the South be improved. In- 
creased means of getting to market ought to 
stimulate the now rather lethargic industry 
of the South, and this railroad combination 
has a general tendency in that direction. 

There is no objection to the consolidation 
of railways under fewer corporations, unless 
the end sought by such combination is the 
more successful oppression and robbery of 
the people dependent on the railways. The 
South fortunately is not in a condition to au- 
thorize any extortion, and the main effort of 
the railways must for some years be directed 
to the encouragement of production, the 
breaking up of the plantation system, and te 
placing the land in the hands of the largest 
possible number of cultivators, and, of 
course, the largest number of producers. The 
greater the production, the greater the trans- 
portation needed, the greater’ number of 
persons having something to Sell, and the 


substantially ends the stubborn contest 
which has been waged by Chili against the 
allied forces of Peru and Bolivia. This sec 
ond invasion of Peru, like the first, which 
ended in the capture of Tarapaca and the 
destruction of the Allied army, has been 
characterized by steady success, although 
the allied forces have outnumbered the Chil- 
ians. The recent victory entirely cuts off 
Bolivia from the Pactfic, secures for Chill 
another entire province of Peru, gives ber 
control of 500 miles of seacoast, and leaves 
nothing in the field to oppose her except the 
garrisons of Lima and Callao, which are 
both at the mercy of the Chilian fleet. Peru 
is as completely shattered as Turkey was at 
the close of*ber war with Russia. She is cut 
off from all communications, her trade and 
commerce are paralyzed, and her currency fs 
demoralized, She is completely at the mercy 
of Chili, and evidently cannot sustain 
the conflict much longer. When the end 
does come Chili will be in a position to de- 
mand and obtain very heavy indemnities and 
unquestionably an extension of territorial 
area. As Chili was not the aggressor in this 
war, but the aggrieved party, and as Peru 
deliberately violated her treaties with Chili, 
the latter will receive general sympathy and 
congratulation in her hour of triumph. 


PreRuAPS some of our citizens may recall 
the time, prior to 1871, when our county off 
cers were paid for their services by fees.

THE sugar-refiners are a badly-used class, 
They get only 70 or 8 per cent protection, and 
some members of Congress are trying to reduce 
their profits. Industrious and benevolent as they 
ate. they can’t get the people to take all the 
sugar refined in this country at the prices asked 
for it. There are in the United States nineteen 
refineries in active operation, with a capacity of 
about 7,500,000 pounds daily, while the daily con- 
sumption does not exceed three-fourths of this 
quantity. Prices fluctuate wildly in consequence 
of the oversupply. The tariff prevents exporta- 
tion. There is no way to insure a stable market 
except by reducing the supply. With this object 
in view the refiners have formed, or are about to 
form, a sugar pool with cast-iron rules, and 
an Executive Committee who shall stop or start 
operations in any refinery as it sees fit, and di- 
vide earnings pro rata among members without 
reference to actual production.

“THE INFLUENCE OF PHYLLOXERA 


on American Grape-Vines,”" in which he took 
the position that, while that pest aggravated 
many of the trou vies charged against it, it did 
not produce them. The diseasis of the grape 
which had become so troubiesume of late were 
not known twenty years ago, and yet the puyl- 
loxera was then well Known. The mildew and 
rot were the causes of disaster to the American 
grapes, and it was douotful wbdecher the insect 
ever seriously aagres ated their ravages. The 
investigations of Prof. Riley showed that the in- 

sect in America and that in Europe were iden- 
tical, yet the ravages it caused were different in 
the different places. in Europe it destroyed the 
root of the vine, while American vines tecmed 
to be able to resist it. It they had not this abil 
ity to resist it, they must have perished lqng ago. 
Grape-vines and cutt: ngs which the reader sent 
to Europe in 1872 were rejected by the vintners, 
many of them doing so with fanatie zen. The 
idea of intreuducing the semi-barbarvus vines 
of America into Europe was deemed 
atrocious by the foreign vine-growers, and 
the suggestion that, at any rate, - they 
were phy lioxerd- proof, was scouted. In vain thw 
friends of American vines argued that the for- 
eign vine-growers had better plant the Ameri- 
can vines rather than see their own destroyed, 
but it us of no avuil. Even the sugvesition of 
using American cuttings was not listend to. 
The consequence of this indifference was that 
the phylioxera had gained a hold all over the 
European vineyards, and the Governments wore 
appalled at the prospect, until at last the vint- 
ners were forced to udopt the imported cuttings 
and plants and to piant the American seed. The 
Government of Italy pad.gone 0 far us to offer 
prizes for the planting American vines, and 
tho prejodice against them was fast disappear- 
= in other countries. 

‘he proof that American vines did not suffer 
trams e phylioxera lay in the fuct that aiter 
one or two seasons of disease the vines were 
Been to recover full strength in a season which 
provided advantageous conditions. This was 
not the case in Europe, where a vine once at- 
tackea by this insect was doome to destruction. 


The grafting of the delicately-flavored vines of | 


France upon American stocks had been con- 
ducted with great success by several, the advan- 
tage of the combination being that ihe excellent 
qualities uf tue foreign plant were reaped from 
u vine whose root was proof to those aitacks so 
fatal to the piant in its native bome.

Very often the unhealthy condition of trees was 
attributed to various cnuses. such us poor stack, 
soil, and insects, whereas the first cause was im- 
proper exposure to the sun, Young trees were 
trimmed by cutting off all.the side branehes in 
order to give the tree a good appearance, whieh 
was very well as long as they remained in the 
1 where they were protected by eacti 
other; but when set out in orchards.the long 
uncovered stems suffered yreatly from expos- 
ure to the sun, and unless woll staked were 
prone to lean over and grow ¢ ‘rropked, In this 
condition the sun's rays struck the stalk more 
directly than ever, causing the bark to detay 
and rendering the tree open to the at- 
tacks of insects.

It is known that the Librarian of the Public 
Library has an eye on Dearborn Park as a site 
fora.

We do not know that we can use 
it. The land was dedicated tothe city upon 
condition that it should be forever kept free 
from puiid [I would have no objection my- 
self, but i think Haveriy’s is the proper place, 
as it is more central, the best one where the 
Library could be put; and it would serve the 
pu for a great many years.”

middie ear does not produce as complete deaf- 
ness as non-suppurative, and yet in suppurative 
catarrh the drum-head may be entirely de- 
stroyed, while in non-suppurative catarrh the 
drum-head is,never ed. In the normal con- 
dition of the membrana.tympani its entire sur- 
face is perfectly dry and Incapable of retaining 
foreign particies, and therefore cannot be 
eovered with foreign matter; while if this pro- 
tection to the drum cavity were not present the 
atmosphere laden with particles of foreign sub- 
stance would constantly accumulate in tho 
mucous cavity and setup an irritation which 
would often result in inflammatory action. In 
cases of suppurative oatarrù and erosion of the 
drum-head, where a granulationuf the mucous 
lining of the drum has taken place (with no 
other lesion) the hearing can be restored to a 
normal condition. but where a granulation of 
the cavity of the drum has taken lace 
without erosion of the drum-head the deuf- 
ness is not 80 easily -cyred, for the reason that 
we cannot reach the parts through the tympanic 
membrane with our remedies, and the middle 
ear, filling with mucus and granulation, arrests
